Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken either 
singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the independent 
claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The prior 
art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in claim(s) 20-44, wherein a 
method of manufacturing an optical member comprising forming a plurality of luminous flux 
conversion portions in the form of an array on a substrate; and forming an edge portion along a part 
of the circumference of each of said luminous flux conversion portions, and a handling/supporting 
portion which is provided on the side of the outer part of the circumference of each of said luminous 
flux conversion portion and is extended to connect and support, as claimed.
